November alone 
after lawsuits were, filed against 
delinquent taxpayers. • 

— Behr~says-lhc-lorgest-amount 
collected by his department in 
any single month this year was 
$64,000, brought in during April. 
The average for the year is be- 
tween $12,000 and $16,000 per 
month. 

Most of the suits filed were 
against delinquencies dating back 
to 1060, although Bchr says next 
year they will move up to 1062. 
Some people, 'he said, think (hey 
are safe from paying long-over- 
due taxes by a statute of limita- 
tions.

Ducstcrhaus of the U.S. Soil Con- 
servation Service In Lake Zurich 
will be glad to help you develop a 
conservation plan. He can show 
you several ways to hold erosion 
to. a minimum, and you' can 
choose the method most adapt- 
able to /your farming operation.. 
**' "This' assistance ' wilb" "conser- 
vation planning Is a free service 
to coopcrators of your Lake 
County Soil and Water Conserva- 
tion District," said Gwallncy. 

District Chairman Gwattncy 
stressed the need for conservation 
planning on all land. 

"It's not only farm land that 
erodes,*' he said. "Building sites 
and other construction areas arc 
also ripe for erosion." 
— TbcTcoiiscrvat ionistr pointed- out 
that eroded soil leaves a problem, 
gullies and unfertile fields, where 
it comes ' from, -and creates a 
problem, silted up streams, re- 
serve i rs 1 ' a nd cul vcr ( s,— where - it 
goes. 

A typical conservation plan for 
this area might include a pond, 
grass waterways, plantings for 
wildlife food and protection, tem- 
porary seeding of construction 
sites, a system for leaving crop 
residues on the soil surface during 
winter and spring, reduced tillage, 
contour farming and terraces, 
tile drainage, and tree planting.

Bill has passed the one 
million mark; the Veterans Ad- 
ministration reports', 

Froth the beginning of the 
Pos t- Korea n ' G. I. Hill on June 
!,- 1966, through November of 
this year, 98 5, 80 5 veterans with 
at least two consecutive years of 
active duty had entered train- 
ing. 

Better than 60 per cent • '- or 
639,722 - - entered institutions 
of higher learning. This com- 
pares with 5 1 per cent- under 
the Korean Conflict G. 1. Bill 
and less than 30 per cent under 
the \V'orld_War II program. 

Some 36 per cent - - or 
378,403 - - of those in training 
undcr~tlHrncurrenr—G— L— Bill 
entered below college level. In-, 
eluded in this total are 2 5,334 
who have taken, flight training. 
"On-the-job- training has at- 
tracted 36,639 veterans since 
October 1967, when this type of 
training was first authorized. 

Currently, 507,6 5 8 veterans 
and 34,217 servicemen are en- 
rolled in the Post-Korean G. I. 
Bill education and training pro- 
gram. Almost 33 5,00 - - or 62 
per cent - - are taking college- 
level training. 

Of the more "than 176.000 
enrolled in be low -col lege level 
courses, nearly 211,000 were tak- 
ing fight training as of the end 
of November. ' 

On-the-job training enroll- 
ment at the end of last month 
totalled nearly 31,000. 

Under a new law that went 
into effect on December 1, vet- 
erans with at least 18 months 
of service after January 31. 
1955, arc entitled to the mast- 
mum of 36 months of VA edu- 
cationional assistance. Those 
with less than 18 months ser- 
vice are entitled to one-and-one 
half months of assistance for 
each month of service. 

Veterans now in training will 
be credited automatically by VA 
with whatever additional entit- 
lement under this new law may 
be. due them. They need not 
apply for a new certificate: 

Veterans who dropped out of 
training or who exhausted their 
previous entitlement but now 
have ■ additional entitlement be- 
cause of the new law. are being 
notified of the specific, individ- 
ual additional educational assist- 
ance from VA for which they 
arc eligible.- However, they must 
apply to their nearest VA Re- 
gional office for a new certifi- 
cate of eligibility .if they wish 
to re-enter training Itnder' the 
Post-Korean G. V. Bill.

In 1968 highly efficient basic 
oxygen furnaces turned out rec- 
ord 48.5 million tons of raw steel, 
or 37 percent of total domestic 
steel output of around 130 million 
tons.

The open hearth process, dom- 
inant since It surpassed Bessemer 
steel production in 1008, was re- 
sponsible for about 50 percent of 
total output in 1968, as- against 
the SO percent or more it contri- 
buted in the mid-1950's when the 
basic oxygen furnaces first came 
on the American scene.

Potential parents who are

Today's genetic counseling 
has grown t into_a_full-fledgec^ 
science which involves advice 
7— based on. medical studies 
and family histories — concern- 
ing heredity and particularly 
the risks of hereditary ab- 
normalities or birth defects. 
Given certain facts, genetic 
counselors are often able to 
tell parents or prospective par- 
ents what the chances are that 
certain inherited defects or 
disorders will — - or will not — 
appear in their children. 
' Not all birth defects are of 
genetic origin — that is, inher- 
ited. Some may he caused by 
maternal infections such as 
German measles during preg- 
nancy ; or by drugs, radiation 
and other external agents. 

But more than 1,400 signifi- 
cant birth defects are known 
to be inherited. Diabetes is 
perhaps— the— most— common,. 
while mongolism or Down's 
syndrome, cystic fibrosis and 
congenital glaucoma, a disease 
of the eye, also occur with rel- 
atively high frequency. Hun- 
dreds of others are compara- 
tively rare, but taken together, 
they result in a considerable 



number of* severely 
capped or fatally ill children 
and adults. 

But we geneticists are not 
always prophets of doom. 
Many people overestimate the 
risks or having another abhor-, 
mal child when they or some- 
one in their family has had 
such a baby. In many in- 
stances,- wo are able to- re- 
assure them that the. risk they 
think is great is really very 
slight. In any case, it is better 
to know than to guess wildly 
and perhaps wrongly. 

To make sound genetic 
counseling available to as 
many Americans as possible, 
more . than 100 March of 
Dime's Birth Defects Centers 
across the nation offer coun-l 
seling or referral to genetic; 
services.
